Four bodies have been recovered, how- 
ever, according to late reports. 

The cloudburst came as a climax to 
a day of heavy intermittent rains that 
swelled streams to flood stage and 
deluged a large area on the western 
slope of the Appalachians last night 
and this morning.

MIND EXPERTS 


Up Insanity Plea.

Nathan Leopold Jr. and Richard 
Loeb, confessed kidnapers and slayers 
of little Robert Franks, went under 
the gaze yesterday of two additional 
psychiatrists retained to aid in the 
predicted inganity defense at their 
coming trial for murder. 

Drs. J. J. Moore and Paul G. Dick, 
well known local alienists, made their 
appearance at the county jail in com- 
pany with Drs. Karl M. Bowman of 
‘Boston and H. &. Hulbert of Oak Park, 
shortly after 9 o'clock. They were 


Warden Wesley Westbrook and later 


Findings Kept Secret. 
The secrecy that has prevafied at 
the investigations by Drs. 
Bowman and Hulbert during the last 
three days prevailed during the entire 
time. What branch of mental condi- 
tions the men were delving into could 
not be learned, but from the nature 
of the apparatus they brought with 
them it was presumed they were seek- 
ing some physical defect or deforma- 
tive that might have caused the men- 
tal disturbance, if any, that resulted in 
the two boys killing the Franks boy 
in the manner they described in their 
confessions. .

From the 
sounds that came from within it was 
presumed he was being “ put throngh 
a number of tests.” both physical and 
mental, in an effort to learn his exact 
mental status. .

NEW MINISTER 
PLEDGES GREECE 
U. S. FRIENDSHIP 


‘ ATHENS, Greece, June 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.}—Irwin B. Lough-

Surpluses Grow with Each 
New Estimate. 


Washington, D. C., June

Furthermore, the surplus for the 
fiscal year 1924, which ends June 30, 
may be upward of $500,000,000. 

Exect figures showing appropriations 
by congress, together with the latest 
estimates as to revenues, are being 
compiled by Representative Madden 
{Rep., I0.], chairman of the house 
committee on appropriations, and will 
be made public within a few days. 

The figures will show that congress 
reduced appropriations considerably 
below the budget estimates and that 
revenues for the fiscal year will be 
much greater than originally esti- 
mated. 

1924 Sarplus Is Away Up. 

It was estimated last fall that the 
surplus for the fiscal year 1924 would 
be $329,000,000. New estimates made 
by the treasury just before the pas- 
sage of the tax bill showed it would 
be nearly $400,000,000. It is now tunder- 
stood that when the year closes it will 
be found that the surplus is nearer 
$500 000,000. 

This estimate is based on the pay- 
ment of interest on the British debt in 
cash, instead of in bonds. 

Prior to the passage of the soldier 
bonus law treasury officials contended 
that the bonus measure on top of the 
tax reduction bill would mean a deficit 
of anywhere from $100,000,000 to $300,- 
000,000 for the fiscal year 1925, 

After the treasury revised its figures 
at the time of the passage of the tax 
bill it was estimated that revenues 
would be just about sufficient to meet 
expenditures. It now looks as though 
the surplus might be as great as $50,- 


000,000. 
Still More for 1926. 

It is understood that treasury offi- 
cials estimate an even greater surplus 
in the year 1926. All predictions as 
to deficits in the future are admitted 
to have béen unwarranted. 
Representative Madden plans to 
make an early start on the prepara- 
tion of appropriation bills for next 
winter’s session of congress. 

Several of the subcommittees of the 
house appropriations committee will 
commence hearings on appropriations 
for the fiscal year 1926 on Nov. 10, or 
about three weeks in advance of the 
opening of congress. 

Director of the Budget Lord has been 
requested to have advance sheets on 
the annual budget in the hands of the 
appropriations committee by that date.

OVER CENTRALIZATION 


AND REFORM.’ 


There are two tendencies in legislation and opin- 
jon which arous® concern among observant Ameri: 
cans anxious to preserve the American system. 
One is the tendency, to overcentralization, the 
ether is the tendency to invade the liberties of 
the individual 

The founders of the republic were anxious to 
protect themselves and their posterity from both 
of these dangers. Therefore the constitution with 
its first amendments, which may be taken as vir- 
tually of the original creative instrument, 
dealt with two general subjects—namely: the po 
litical framework of the republic and the rights of 
the individual. 

The document brought forth by the constitutional 
convention, the constitution without amendments, 
provided for the machinery of national govern- 
ment, creating-an executive, a legislative, and a 
judicial branch; that is, a President, a congress, 
and a Supreme court and inferior federal courts, 
and assigned to each its functions and powers 


in order to make it perfectly clear that the national 


government is one of limited powers and respon- 

ties. An amendment was immediately passed 
explicitly reserving to the states as sovereign 
political entities within the national frame, or 
to the people of the nation, all powers not granted 


| to the national government or prohibited by the 


constitution to the states. 


e - _ This is a characteristic of the American system 


which has been highly praised by statesmen and 


political students throughout the world, It was, 


of course, imposed by politica] necessity, for no 
constitution could have been adopted that wiped 
out the states or gathered to the central authority 


| all powers of government. It was felt then and 


throughout our history that there was the cer- 


tainty of oppression and of political inefficiency 


in an overcentralized government. When the con- 
stitution was framed the French system of cen- 
tralization, having grown utterly inefficient, was 
about to collapse. Our own colonies had developed 
Varied personalities and stood guard over cher- 
ished local interests and it was felt, as wise men 
know today, that in @ country so vast and varied 
as ours a proper balance between central and local 


- power and responsibility is essential to efficient 


government and even to domestic harmony.

THE NAVY HAS RUN DOWN. 


Congress, but behind congress the American 
people, is to blame for the dangerous decline in 
the navy. What should be a 663 ratio between 
England, America, Japan, is 64-3, with America a 
poor second. What is a &43 ratio when both 
Atlantic and Pacific power is concerned turns out 
to be a weak 3-4, or worse, when American possibile 
power in the Pacific is rated with that of Japan. 
The 3 is America. To say the least, Secretary 
Wilbur’s recent diagnosis of our naval weakness 
is alarming. 

Two facts lie behind the American's tolerance of 
this defensive weakness: He has never noted that 
a difference may exist between effective strength 
and paper strength. He has never been informed 
of the specific purpose of his navy. Both are mat- 
ters of popular naval education. Both difficulties 
will be met when those who determine naval policy 
are franker in their public discussion of it. 
Since the arms conference a naval plan as gen- 
eral as it is uncertain bas drifted in. The pact, it 
seemed, somehow settled it. It left us without 
wherewithal for a policy. And relaxation followed. 
Christian pacifists, financial pacifists, international 
pacifists, plain pacifista, abetted the decline. It 
was a time for indifferentism. And congress, close 
to the public sense, cut down naval appropriations. 
Had a policy been specified, Americans would 
have realized the iasue and authorized material for 
its equipment. Had we appreciated the danger in 
decline no relaxatién could have come. But our 
policy remained vague. We saw in naval needs 
only a generalized necessity. The navy was a 
plece of governmental furniture with, it seemed, 
no specific use. | 
Plainly the directive energies of our naval policy 
should be addressed toward the Pacific ocean. 
England we need not fear. But the menace of war 
in the Pacific ocean has not entirely abated sinoé 
the September earthquakes. A plain policy thereto, 
friendly and not provocative, but nevertheless 
clear, should be enunciated. By giving direction 
to our naval policy, by showing the specific need 
for fleet maintenance, American popular support 
will be gained. 

A directed naval policy will affect the buflding 
program favorably. Today in light cruisers, in 
airplane carriers, in cruising submarines, tn Pacific 
bases we lack what would be most needed in a 
Pacific war. In all of these Japan still outbpiids 
us. The result may well be disaster. 

The American people have never yet distin- 
guished between a paper fleet and an effective 
fleet. “Man for man,” we say, “and ship for ship, 
we can whip the world.” It is a thrilling thought, 
unfortunately incorrect. Britain thought so, too. 
But the outnumbered, out-tonnaged Germans at 
Jutland sank nearly twice as much tonnage of the 
English navy as they lost. The marginal superior- 
ity was in German training and in material. With 
a fleet built only for a North sea battle and trained 
only for that, they outfought and outguessed the 
generalized, all ‘round British fleet. 

The American navy today is vaguely generalised 
in policy and in equipment. The Japanese navy 
is trained specifically to a needie’s point. That 
point is domination of the Pacific. 


FOR PUBLIC RESERVOIRS | 
- OF JOBS. 


Business is slowing down for the summer. Or- 
ders for United States steel are the.lowest since 
1914. nemployment shows some tendency ty» in- 
crease. It is time for the government, for cities 
and for states to begin their programs of public 
works. It will increase the demand for building 
materials. It will take up the slack in labor, ‘ 
“Tf all the towns in the United States had 
halved their public works during the boum year 
of 1923,”" says Otto T. Mallery, a member of Presi- 
dent Harding’s conference on unemployment, “the 
lessened demand for men and materials would have 
reduced the cost of building to private individuals. 
In addition, the halved public works would save 
cost less per unit than the tremendous program 
actually executed.” 

It is unwise for public agencies to compete for 
labor against private employers. It expands wages 
beyond the limits of stability, It increases both 
public and private costs. It aggravates cyclical’ 
depressions and good times and makes their ex- 
tremes greater. Most public works can wait. 
The government, as a result of Secretary Hoover's 
letter to President Harding in 1923, did postpone 
federal construction work. Now it is about time to 
begin again. 

Future bills for public works ought te provide 
that the public work done fn any year be adjusted 
inversely to the volume of general business. This 
woula distribute employment and modify costs. 
If the federal agencies of public works were as 
sembled in one department, as contemplated by 
President Coolidge, the execution of this plan 
would be easier. 

More than a billion dollars every year is spent 
on municipal public works. Proper handling of 
this sum alone, and long range planning, would do 
as much as any one thing could to offset the eco 
nomic evils of industrial depression and unemploy- 
ment. It would stabilize business morale. 

Towns, states and the federal government can 
build a public reservoir of jobs. Some of them have. 
It is time to begin to use them.

THE COMMUTER’S TICKET. 
We seck sanctuary in the garden. The human 
world is a struggle. We know that. Human be 
havior is far from perfect. People are admonished 
to be kind to each other, but they fall of perfection. 
The emulsion of egotism is in the milk of human- 
ity. The crowds seem hawklike, aggressive and 
acquisitive, hostile, pushing and inconsiderate.

CONGRESS AS THE DOCTOR. 

Physicians who object to the provisions of the 
Volstead act reguiating the use of alcohol in the 
practice of medicine are unanswerable. If the 
law allows a physician to prescribe spirits for a 
patient, as it does, the dosage is entirely a matter 
for the physician's judgment ané not for congress 
to prescribe. 3 

The law adopts a principle which makes con- 
gress the doctor. The arbitrary dictum is that a 
patient may be given a‘pint of whisky every ten 
days as medicine, but no more, regardless of the 
opinion of the doctor in the case. 

Congress might have declared that whisky had 
no medicinal value. Some physicians hold that 
it has no peculiar medical value. Others contend 
that it has. In practice they can follow their own 
opinions. They will all agree that if it has value 
the doctor who prescribes it at his own discretion 
should have discretion as to the amount. 

Congress went on the assumption that the medi- 
cal profession would misuse the prescription 
blanks. The drys decided that the person who 
violated the intent of the law and got whisky as 
a beverage because it was legalized as a medicine 
should have just as little satisfaction out of it as 
possible. Of course they did not reach the man 
they intended to reach. The unscrupulous physi- 
cian has no difficulty with this limitation. He has 
many expedients by which it can be avoided. The 
scrupulous physician finds that his practice is 
controlied by a law which affronts beth his in- 
telligence and his honesty. 

It is an absurd theory that congress may sub- 
stitute itself for the physician in the treatment of 
disease, and it is no wonder that many physicians 
resent such an ignorant and dictatoria) tnterference 
with medical practice. 


ASIATIC SENTIMENTS. 

The San Francisco Chronicle says that the new 
immigration law further cuts into the privileges of 
the Chinese by keeping out the merchants and their 
families, The Chinese accept it without offense, 
although they may protest merely as against an 
ebstacie to trade. They are pleased with the new 
inw because they are nearer a par with the Japa- 
nese in the statutory definitions of America. They 
are excluded as unagsimilable, even as the Japa- 
nese. That is probably where the offense lies with 
the Japanese. A distinction had been admitted. It 
is now removed. .

THE PULLMAN SURCHARGE. 

Chicago, June 10.—I have just read with 
very much interest your excellent edi- 
torial of June 6, “ Congress and the Rail- 
roads.” 

In the third paragraph of this editorial 
you say, “ We do not classify the ten 
measures for the elimination of the sur- 
charge on Pullman fares as opposed to 
the interests of the railroads; as a mat- 
ter of fact, railroad managers favor this 
elimination.” Because of your consistent 
desire for the truth, I am taking the 
liberty of drawing your attention to a 
contrary understanding of the attitude 
of railroad managers respecting the Pull- 
man surchargé. Representatives of the 
railroads have been opposing the elimina- 
tion of this charge before the interstate 
commerce commission for a year or 
more. The final arguments have been 
made and it is now in the hands of the 
commission for a decision. I am quite 
certain that you will wish to know this 

While the Pullman surcharge is un- 
popular, I hope you will permit me to 
say that it is perhaps the fairest charge 
made in passenger traffic. With the ex- 
ception of the transportation <.ct of 1920, 
the Pullman surcharge is, I believe, the 
most misunderstood of all the rules or 
regulations or laws under which ow 
railroads operate. 

The Pullman car of today hauls an 
average of eleven passengers, although it 
can, of course, haul more. This Pull- 
man weighs about 149,000 pounds. For 
every passenger carried in the Pullman 
the railroads, therefore, haul about an 
average of 12,700 pounds of dead weight. 

In the day coach ahead, weighing 
about 100,000 pounds, the average number 
of ngers is about fourteen. This 

that the railroads haul in the day 
coach an average of about 7,150 pounds 
of dead weight for each passenger. 
It requires 7,500 sleeping and parior 
cars to accommodate the passengers who 
could be carried in 5,893 coaches. The 
earnings per car mile, in sleeping cars,

San Pedro, Cal, June 14.—[Special.]

iRquiries came to light in a discrepancy 
between the stories of two naval offi- 
cers before the court of inquiry today.

than the silken powder bags, and a 
fragment of an index tag, still smold- 
ering, might remain in the bore of the 
big navy rifle and ignite the next 
charge of powder, it was declared. 

Reinecke was sure the tags had been 
removed several days before Thurs- 
day’s fatal practice. 


Had No Orders to Remove Tags. 

Parsons, whose duty as junior turret 
officer was to see that the powder was 
properly passed from the magazine, de- 
elared the tags were still there when 
the powder went up to the guns, as he 
had no orders to detach them. 

Lieutenant Commander Reinecke, 
who was finishing testimony begun Fri- 
day afternoon and evening, said that 
in his opinion the explosion which was 
fatal to forty-eight, was not caused by 
such an accident. He assigned three 
reasons for disbelieving in the theory 
of a “ flareback.” 

1, There was no evidence of a burn- 
ing fragment left in the bore. 

2. Inspection showed the automatic 
ejeetion system was working properly. 

3. The shell had been rammed home

Ota is a political appointee and the 
statement was his first since his in- 
atallation under the new ministerial 
régime. It is regarded as an enuncia- 
tion of the new cabinet’s policy re- 

anti-American agitation. 

“Incitement to violence and law 
breaking by means of anti-American 
demonstrations must be prevented,” 
Ota declared. “Infringements of law 
will be strictly punished. We shall do 
our utmort to prevent rash or violent 
action due to public speeches or demon- 
stration.

BESSARABIA TO 
ROUMANIA IF 


Reds Demand Overthrow 
of Bratiano Rule. 


BY RAYMOND FENDRICK.

BUCHAREST, Roumania, June 14.— 
The bolshevik government of Russia 
informed the opposition parties in Rou- 
mania today that it would recognize 
and accept the Roumanian mandate 
over Bessarabia as soon as the opposi- 
tion parties came into power on the 
condition that they abandon the pres- 
ent Roumania policy of persecuting 
the communists. 

As long as the reactionary Bratiano 
government exists in Roumania the 
bolsheviks will refuse to agree to Rou- 
manian’s annexation of Bessarabia, 
under any condition, because President 
Rakowski of the Ukraine, who was a 
Roumanian subject, is a bitter enemy 
of the Bratiano brothers and will not 
help them to political success. He was 
sentenced to be shot during the war 
undep the Bratiazo government, but 
escaped. Most of his propegty in Rouw- 
mania has been confiscated. 

Accept Russia‘s Offer. 

The Agrarian and Transylvanian 
parties, who represent about 50 per 
cent of the Roumanian population, 
have decided to accept the bolshevik 
conditions. They will stop persecut- 
ing the communists and will com- 
mence negotiations with Russia as 
soon as they come into power. 

The fusion between the two parties 
today was considered the most im- 
portant political event In Roumania 
since the war. In a few days the new 
party will commence an active cam- 
paign throughout Roumania to force 
the king to dismiss Premier Bratiano 
and call an election. 


Threaten the Monarchy. 

If the king refuses to dismiss the 
government it is likely that the mon- 
archy will be overthrown and a repub- 
lican government established by the 
end of June or early in July. The 
king wishes to put into power Gen. 
Avereseu, who is a royalist, but the 
new party will not accept this solution. 
Dr. Lupo and many other leaders of 
the new party are strong republicans.

IN NORTH ALASKA 


Interesting Letter Tells 
- Life in Far North. 


Washington, D. GC, June 14-—The 
story of an expiorer’s If in the nort. 
ern Alaskan wilderness and the dis 
eovery of uncharted streams is con 
tained tn a letter brought back to civ- 
ilization by an Eskimo from the geo- 
logical survey party headed by Dr. 
Philip S. Smfth and made public today 
by the interior department. The expe 
dition is exploring naval petroleum re 
serve No. 4. 

In exploring the Colville river, the 
letter, written March 30, states that 
Dr. Smith found a river about 200 
yards wide, which flows westward and 
then turns northward. The party 
plans to continue the river explorations 
but they must reach the coast in time 
to catch the last ship out of the Arctic 
ocean before the September freeze. 

Find Grove of Willows. 

The party established a base 
camp at the of the Unakserak 
river about ten miles from the divide 
between the Unakserak and Colville 
rivers, at latitude 67:45:30, at an alti 
tude of 2,200 feet. On this divide the 
pakty has discovered groves of willow 
trees as large as a man’s wrist, which 
they are using for fuel. 

The letter explained that the sup- 
porting party of seven men and 120 
Cogs turned back on March 16, and 
the main expedition was proceeding 
with three sleds and thirty-three dogs. 
The sleds soon will be abandoned, and 
the journey continued in canoes on the 
Colville river.

No competent examination is ever 
made of the mouths of public school 
children without finding from 85 per 
cent to 95 or 97 per cent with decayed 
teeth and other dental diseases. dy- 
gienists ~hold that dental defects are 
responsible for more easily prevéntable 
disease than any other cause. 

The development of good, sound 
teeth affects more than) the individual’s 
health. It affects the efficiency and 
welfare of our nation. Poor, diseased 
teeth made thousands of men unfit to 
join the army during the war. Dis- 
eased teeth affect industry. Organiza- 
tions that have established dental! clin- 
ics Can present amazing figures of 
hours thereby saved to them,, It is 
said that the financial loss to the coun- 
try, as a whole, because of the never 
ending relief and repair work, is so 
enormous that even an approximate 
estimate is impossible, 

There is no health movement in 
which the parents’ asociations and edu- 
caters should be more concerned than 
in protecting the teeth of the young. 
Every school should have its dental 
clinic. Some of the parents’ asocia- 
tions are campaigning actively for the 


school dental clinfe. It should be a part 
of every school system in both urban 
and suburban localities. Undoubtedly 
the day approaches when it will be.

Preparing Fruits for Salad Dressings. 


Fruits to be served with salad dress- 
ings should be prepared the last min- 
‘ute’ before they are served because 
juices, if they stand long. The juices 
thin the salad dressing in many cases 
to a disagreeable sloppiness. It is best 
to sprinkle the fruit lightly with sugar 
before adding the dressing, and that 
draws out the juices if the fruit 
stands. Either a mayonnaise, made 
without mustard seasoning, or any one 
of the many cooked dressings may be 
used with the fru:t and either may be 
thinned with whipped cream.

tomed cider. There will be as much 
difference between the two as between 
two cakes, one flavored with almond 
and the other with vanilla. And we 
can compose a whole scale of differ- 
ences by using the different flavored 
Vinegars like tarragon, dill, and so 
forth, but, for me, not the garlic vin- 
egar—the fresh olive or garlic is so 
infinitely superior for the seasoning. 

In addition to the difference in taste 
it is of no small value that the odors 
of these salads are different, and odor 
in salads is a significant thing, die- 
tetically, just as ar@odors in cakes. You 
know the difference between a cake 
that has a delicious aroma and one 
that has none. The first is appetizing 
to a degree; the second is hardly edible. 
We should pay the same sort of heed 
to the odors of different salads. When 
the odor is fine, so is the flavor. These 
two are inextricably connected. 

The. Suspicion of Garlic. 

To those who are fastidious about the 
flavors of their salads, that tiny 
amount of garlic got by rubbing the 
bowl with the cut end of a single 
small clove of garlic is rather a vital 
requisite, sadly missed, if missing. 
This not only adds the mere suspicion 
of flavor (powerful in its fashion as 
radium) but best of all it gives a grati- 
fying odor. A gratifying odor to any 
food—something to preserve and to 
guard*as you do all precious things— 
is that provocative to appetite which 
urges the eater to “ fall to.” 


The Onion Seasoning. 

The onion odor is not as acceptable 
as that of garlic—of course, both odors 
can be abominable if the garlic and 
onion are used abominably—but when 
the garlic is not available, or some 
one is squeamish about it, onion juice 
or finely chopped onion can be used, 
One way to get this seasoning is to 
cut an onion across its equator and 
’ scrape the juice from a half over a 
bow! of salad greens. 


Getting Digestive Thrills. 

Successful home salad dressings are 
always superior to commercial prod- 
ucts because of the fresh flavors, al- 
though the commercial product may 
have additions which make it fresher 
and brighter. The item of flavoring 
becomes more and more important to 
the e&ter who would get all the di- 
gestive thrills possible from his salad. 
And we can recommend digestive 
thrills as one of the most profitable 
forms of appetite. Good appetite 
should wait on a salad if it is going 
to count as. “pep” when it is made

Al- 
ways it is necessary to remember that 
@ poor vinegar makes the oil seem like 
a highly disagreeable thing. 


The Green Seasonings. 

Simple raw greens, which are called 
“salads” in some parts of the world, 
even while they are growing—Jjust as 
grape vines have been called wines— 
with a dressing of oil variously sea- 
soned or with no seasonings—the 
greens themselves making for variety 
and piquancy—were the appetizing ac- 
companiments of ancient simple 
meals, while today they form a 
“course” in more pretentious ones. 
We do not have, or do not utilize, the 
same number of ingredients for our 
salads that the peasant did 2,000 years 
ago and more, but we could with a 
little thought and care get those dif- 
ferences we hear people everywhere 
crying out for if we would. Mustard 
and cress are quickly grown on a wet 
piece of canton flannel. The simple 
pepper grass is easily obtained, and 
usually, or almost always, we can se- 
cure watercress as a seasoner or even 
as a basis for a salad’ Nasturtium 
leaves may be spicy salad additions, 
for they are of the cress kind. 


Dressing a Salad. 

“It is so economical!” exclaimed 
some one to whom I was mentioning 
or describing the dressing of a salad. 
“Why do you not write about it?” 

“T have written about it, and more 
than once,” was my reply. 

“Tell it again,” was the response. 

1. Have all the salad greens washed, 
drained, dried, and crisp—preferably 
well chilled. The process of evapora- 
tion after the washing and the shak- 
ing of much of the water off the greens 
crisps and cools them, but to put them 
clean and practically dry in a nice, 
immaculate bag in the ice box best 
prepares them for the bowl. 

2. Keep the ingredients chilled until 
just before they are to bé dressed. Do 
not let them stand around on table or 
sideboard while the rest of the dinner 
is being prepered. 

3. Rub the salad bowl with the cut 
end of a clove of garlic. For pretty 
service bring two bowls to the table, 
one filled with the salad greens and 
one empty or with only the salad fork 
and spoon. Rub this one with the 
garlic and transfer contests of the 
other bowl to it, or, to save dishes, 
rub the bowl with garlic in the kitch- 
en, put in greens, and bring to table. 

4. The Salad Dressing Ceremony.— 
When the dry greens are in the garlic 
rubbed bowl, sprinkle a teaspoon of 
salt over enough for four people, and 
then two salad spoons of oil, or two 
tablespoons, and toss the greens with’ 
the salad fork. and spoon until every 
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Answer below. 


bit is well painted with oil. This not 
only seasons the greens and prevents 
quick wilting, but remember that the 
oil will not stick if the leaves are 
watery. The inexperienced would per- 
haps best use three tablespoons of oil 
for the four people because it is gasier 
to get the right proportions so, and get 
all greens oil. covered. After they 
have been tossed with the oil, shake 
a half or a whole teaspoon of paprika 
into the salad spoon and partly fill, or 
almost fill it, with vinegar, then stir 
the two together until every grain of 
the paprika is wet. 

Finally sprinkle this over the salad 
and toss as before, thoroughly. It 
would take at least six tablespoons of 
oil for four people if a French dressing 
were made of the ingredients and it 
were dipped over salad greens on the 
plate, much pf it to be left there. A 
well dressed salad leaves a dry bow! 
and a dry plate. 

5. If cucumbers or tomatoes are to 
be added to a dressed salad, put them 
in after the greens have been com- 
pletely dressed, and ‘stir the whole 
until they get seasoned. In this way 
the juices will not run out or but 
slightly. 


The Salad Plate. 


The most satisfactory and reason- 
able salad plate is one about the size of 
a@ tea plate so that the eater can turn 
the spattery green if he wishes to; and 
has to if he has dipped salad dressing 
over them.

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HERE is a long gamut between the bushy tailed, almost 
squirrel-like marmosets and the big brained chimpan- 
zee. There is great variety of attainment at different 
levels in the simian tribe. 

To begin at the beginning, it is certain that monkeys have 
a first class sensory equipment, especially as regards sight, 
hearing and touch. The axis of the twe eyes are directed 
forward as in man, and a large section of the field of vision 
is common to both eyes. In other words, monkeys have 
& more complete stereoscopic vision than the rest of the 
mammals enjoy. They look more and smell less. They can 
distinguish different colors, apart from different degrees of 
brightness in the colored objects. They are quick to dis- 
criminate differences in the shapes of things— e. g., boxes 
similar in size but different in shape, for if the prize is 
always put in a box of the same shape they soon learn (by 
association) to select the profitable one. They learn to dis- 
criminate cards with short words or with signs printed on 
them, coming down when the “Yes” card is shown, re 
maining on their perch when the card says “No.” Bred to 
a forest life where alertness is a life or death quality, they 
are quick to respond to a sudden movement or to pick out 
some new feature in their surroundings. And what is true 
of vision holds also for hearing. 

Another quality which separates monkeys markedly from 
ordinary mammals is their manipulative expertness, the co- 
ordination of hand and eye. This great gift follows from 
the fact that among monkeys the foreleg has been emanci- 
pated. It has ceased to be indispensable as an organ of sup- 
port: it has become a climbing, grasping, lifting, handling 
organ. ‘The fore-limb has become a free hand, and every 
one who knows monkeys at allJ*is aware of the zest with 
Which they use their tool. They enjoy pulling things to 
pleces—a kind of dissection—or screwing the handle off a 


brush and screwing it on again.

Quick to Learn. 

UITE fundamental! to any 

understanding of animal 
behavior is the distinction so 
clearly drawn by Sir Ray 
Lankster between the “little 
brain ” type, rich in inborn 
or instinctive capacities, but 
relatively slow to learn, and 
the “big brain” type, with 
a relatively poor endowment 
of specialized instincts, but 
with great educability. The 
“little brain” type finds its 
climax in ants and bees; the 
“big brain” type in horses

monkeys are the quickest to learn, if we use the word 
“learn” to mean the formation of useful associations be- 
tween this and that, between a given sense presentation and 
a particular piece of behavior.

The Case of Sally. 

OME of us remember Sally, the chimpanzee at the “ Zoo” 

with which Dr. Romanes used to experiment. She was 
taught to give her teacher the number of straws he asked 
for, and she soon learned to do so up to five. If she handed 
a number not asked for, her offer was refused; if she gave the 
proper number, she got a piece of fruit. If she was asked for 
five straws, she picked them up individually and placed them 
in her mouth, and when she had gathered five she presented 
them together in her hand. Attempts to teach her to give 
six to ten straws were not very successful. For Sally “ above 
six” meant “ many,” and besides, ber limits of patience were 
probably less than her range of computation. This was 
hinted at by the highly interesting circumstance that when 
dealing with numbers above five she frequently doubled 
over a straw so as to make it present two ends ang thus 
appear as two straws. The doubling of the straw looked like 
an intelligent device to save time, and it was persistently re- 
sorted to in spite of the fact that her teacher always refused 
to accept a doubled straw as equivalent to two straws. Here 
we get a glimpse of something beyond the mere association

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Trial and Error. 

HIGHER note is struck in the behavior of some more 

highly endowed monkeys. In many experiments, chiefly 
in the way of getting into boxes difficult to open, there is 
evidence (1) of attentive, persistent experiment, (2) of the 
rapid elimination of ineffective movements, and (3) of re- 
membering the solution when it was discovered. Kinnaman 
taught two macaques the Hampton Court Maze, a feat 
which probably means a memory of movements, and we get 
an interesting glimpse in his observation that they began 
to smack their lips audibly when they reached the latter 
part of their course, and began to feel—dare one say?—" We 
are right this time.” : 

In getting into “puzzle boxes” and into “ combination 
boxes” (where the barriers must be overcome in a definite 
order), monkeys learn by the trial and error method much 
more quickly than cats and dogs do, and a very suggestive 
fact emphasized by Prof. Thorndike is “a process of sudden 
acquisition by a rapid, often apparently instantaneous aban- 
donment of the u movements and selection of 
appropriate one, which rivals in suddenness selections 
made by human beings in similar p ”" A higher 
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note still was sounded by one of Thorndike’s monkeys which 
opened a puzzle box at cnce, eight months after his previous 
experience with it. For here was some sort of registration

Imitation. 
O chimpanzees in Dublin zoo were often to be seen 
washing the two shelves of their cupboard and “ wring: 
ing” the wet cloth in the approved fashion. It was like a 
caricature of a washerwoman, and some one said, “ What 
mimics they are!” Now, we do not know whether that 
was or Was not the case with the chimpanzees, but the ma- 
jority of the experiments that have been made do not lead us 
to attach to imitation so much importance as is usually 
given to it by the popular interpreter. There are instances 
where a monkey that had given up a puzzle in despair re- 
turned to it when it had seen its neighbor succeed, but 
most of the experiments sug- 
gested that the creature has 
to find out for itself. Even 
with such a simple problem 
as drawing food near with a 
stick, it often seems of little 
use to show the monkey how 
it is done. Placing a bit of 
food outside his monkey’s 
cage, Prof. Holmes “ poked it 
about with the stick so as to 
give her a suggestion of how 
the stick might be employed 
to move the food within 
reach, but although the act 
was repeated many times 
Lizzie never showed the least 
inclination to use the stick 
to her advantage.”

The Case of Peter. 

ERHAPS the clevérest monkey as yet studied was a per-

Peter could skate 
and cycle, thread needles and untie knots, smoke a cigaret 
and string beads, screw in nails and unlock locks. But what 
Peter was thinking about all the time it wag hard to guess. 
and there is little evidence to suggest that his rapid power of 
putting two and two together ever rose above a sort of con- 
crete mental experimenting, which Dr. Romanes used to 
call perceptual inference. Without supposing that there are 
hard and fast boundary lines, we cannot avoid the general 
conclusion that, while monkeys are often intelligent, they sel- 
dom, if ever, show even hints of reason—1i. e., of working or 
playing with general ideas. That remains man’s prerogative.

to fill the increasing number of 
theaters in New-York works 
against any care in the correct de- 
livery of lines.

SIGNALS PASS 
THROUGH WORST 
STATIC BELT 


Hartford, Conn., June 14.—Radio 
signals that can not be heard in point 
to point communication in a section 
where there is a great deal of static, 
pass through the disturbed area with 
great ease and are picked up by out- 
side stations without trouble. Radio 
men, especially ship operators, have 
known this for many years. However, 
it has seldom been demonstrated on s0 
large a scale as it was during the Pan- 
American radio tests or the American 
Radio Relay league and the Revista 
Telegrafica.

ting its energy from the light socket. 

§. Announcement by another con- 
cern of a similar unit. 

- On Electric Sweeper Plan. 

It is asserted that the receiver to 
be put out by the R. C. A. will oper- 
ate very much on the principle of elec- 
trically driven household appliances. 
According to reports apparently au- 
thentic, all that will be necessary will 
be to plug in and tune in, with no bat- 
teries to bother about. “A” tubes 
are to be used. 

With the product of the bureau of 
standards, it is not quite so simple, 
Says the New rk Herald-Tribune: 

“The receiving unit developed by 
the radio laboratory of the bureau con- 
sists of two stages of radio frequency 
_ amplification, two stages of audio fre- 
quency amplification and a crystal 
éetector. The use of a crystal instead 
@an electron tube detector serves to 
mduce the distracting hiftm or din of 
poise resulting from application of 119- 
volt, 60-cycle alternating current to 
the plate and filament circuits of the 
deciron tubes. The residual hum in 
the telephone receivers is further 
minimized by means of voltage divid- 
ers and other devices inserted in the 
circuits of the receiving apparatus. 
Power Transformer Used. 


“A power transformer is an integral 
unit of this new type of wireless re- 
ceiving outfit, since the 110-voit alter- 
neting current used in lighting homes 
has to be rectified before employed as 
an energy in operating radio appli- 
ances. This transformer has. a num- 
ber of secondary windings, wound in 
such a manner as to yield proportion- 
ate current and voltage values as re- 
quired by the filament and plate cir- 
cults of the vacuum tubes. The cur- 
rent from the 110-volt alternating light- 
ing mains is supplied to the primary 
windings of this transpormer. 

“A rectifier of the two-electrode 
valve type is employed for obtaining a 
éirect current for ihe plate-supply to 
the tubes, and the filament of this 
valve is also furnished with heating 
current obtained from one of the pro- 
portionate secondary windings of the 
transformer. The control of the fila- 
ment temperature of this valve affords 
a means for regulating the potential 
supplied to the plates of the electron 
tubes. 

Four Claims for Circuit.

combination in this radio receiving ap- 
paratus—-a source of signal energy.

In building the amplifier use low 
ratio amplifying transformers. Thor- 
darson amplifying transformers were 
used and extremely fine results were 
obtained using their 2 to 1 ratio trans- 
formers. The amplification peak being 
reached at a low frequency gives to us 
equal amplification of the low tones 
as well as the higher ones.

The Western Electric tube 216A gave 
clear reproduction and still handled 
the power nicely. 

Shorting phone jacks were used 
throughout the set. By their use the 
primary circuit of the amplifying 
transformer is opened when plugging 
in below the last stage of armplifica- 
tion. This gives better results as the 
primary is not now shorted acfoss the 
phones. ‘In the included circuit one 
rheostat is used for the last two tubes. 
If so desired a rheostat can be used 
for each tube, but with the use of the 
same type of tube in each stage of 
amplification one rheostat for the last 
two will suffice. 


Try to Cut Losses. 


May we once more urge the use of 
low loss apparatus. You can rest as- 
sured that the old law holds true. The 
greater the efficiency the better the 
results obtained. To be sure radio 
frequentcy at one wave length or an- 
other or amplification from one meth.- 
od or another improves the reception 
possibilities, but unless the losses are a 
minimum this added sensitivity is only

Radio engineers of the United 
States Naval Research laboratory have 
designed a new short wave transmitter 
for the naval airship Shenandoah. 

Through the codperation of ama- 
teurs in more than forty states, NEF, 
at Bellevue, D. C., has attained ex- 
cellent results in two-way communi- 
cations on 100 meters, in radio teleg- 
raphy and also in radio pholle trans- 
mission tests. 

“ Best for Distance. 
The reliability of short waves and 


their ability to carry for long distances, 
especially in the daytime, has re 
sulted-in construction of a transmitter 
which will go as low as eighty meters 
with a steady wave. 

The short-wave Shenandoah set, just 
completed and tested, is for use on the 
100 meter wave elength. It will give 
the Shenandoah a greater range in 
daylight because the short waves are 
not affected as much as longer waves 
by the sun, 

It is operated by a twenty-four volt 
storage battery. Telephone transmis- 
sion for a short distance, as in making 
landings and mooring the ship, can be 
handled by this set, and also contin@- 
ous wave transmission. A moto: gener- 
ator will supply a plate voltage of 750 
volts. In keeping with needs fcr econ- 
omy in weight and space aboard the 
airship this one-wave set is both small 
and light. 

Will Carry Big Set, Teo. 

The above is the aircraft's auiliary 
transmitter. It will also be supplied 
with the most powerful transin.tter 
ever installed in an airship. The big set 
may be operated simultaneously with 
the short-wave set. The Shenandoah

reality by itself which plays upon the 
instrument of the brain and body. As 
the instrument gets worn and dusty 
the playing is not so good as it once 
was, but the player is still himself. 
This theory of the essential independ- 


ence of the mind is a beautiful one, 


‘but those who like it when applied to 


themselves are not always so fond of 
it when it is applied to other intelli- 
gent creatures like rooks and ele- 
phants. It may be, however, that 
there is a gradual emancipation of the 
mind which has gone furthest in man 
and is still progressing. 

(b) Some other thinkers have 


taught that the inner life of thought 


and feeling is only, as it were, an echo 
of the really important activity—that 
of the body and brain. Ideas are just 


foam bells on the hurrying streams 


and encircling eddies of matter and 
energy that make up our physiologi- 
cal life. To most of us this theory is 
impossible, because we are quite sure 
that ideas and feelings and purposes, 
which cannot be translated into mat- 
ter and motion, are the clearest reali- 
ties in our experience, and that they 
count for good and ill all through our 
life. They are more than the tick- 
ings of the clock; they make the 
wheels go round. 

(cj There are others who think that 
the most scientific position is simply 
to recognize both the bodily and the 
mental activities as equally impor- 
tant, and so closely interwoven that 
they cannot be separated. Perhaps 
they are just the outer and the inner 


aspects of one reality—the life of the 
creature. Perhaps they are like the 
concave and convex curves of a dome, 
like the two sides of a shield. Per- 
haps the life of the organism is al- 
Ways a unity, at one time appearing 
more conspicuously as mind-body, at 
another time as body-mind. The most 
important fact is that neither aspect 
can be left out. By no jugglery with 
words can we get mind out of matter 
and motion. And since we are in our- 
selves quite sure of our mind, we are 
probably safe in saying that in the

Training a Farewell Spotlight 


on the Eminent of Great Britain 


OW, rolling clouds fringed with 
the fine, white vapor of a distant 
downpour dropped between us 
and our final view of Engiand, 


that green and luscious land in which 


we had just spent six cheerful weeks. 
jt seemed as if the curtain fell, shut- 
ting away those interesting people who 
had been acting out the drama of pres. 
ent day life in that center of the world, 
london. Behind the turbulent curtain 
all of them still went on through their 


different parts, but so far as we were 
goncerned the play was over. 
Certain personalities, however, con- 
tinued to stand out clear and unfor- 
e and will always be realities to 
the writer. Among the first and fore. 
most was that delightful Irishman, T. 
p. O'Connor, better known as “Tay 
Pay,” or as *the father of the house 
of commons,” by reason of his long 
service there as member from the 
north of Ireland. His tall, well built 
figure, with the kindly genial face and 
easy, pleasant manner, is well known 
in our country, where he has traveled 
end made many friends. What his 
years really number I would not ven- 
ture to guess, but the fact that he has 
gripe air, wears easy sized coilars and 
takes snuff, although a little surrep- 
titiously, suggests a connecting link 
with an age that seems now of another 
era.

quality which to be complete has to 
have a cosmopolitan experience to 
perfect it.

The dining room has a novelty in- 
herited from the original owners—a 
steel fioor. Lord Abercrombie saw 
such a one in a Moscow house, when 
his was in process of construction, 
whereupon he cabled his architect to 
put such a pavement in the dining 
room of the new house. It is made of 
real battleship plate, nailed to a spe- 
cially devised under-pinning, . one 
strong enough to hold the massive 
steel squares. These are left the orig- 
inal blue gray and are waxed to a 
lustrous softness which gives a beau- 
tiful finish and an effect that harmon- 
izes perfectly with the subtle, soft 
Nile green of the walls.

ing down to a well shaped, pointed 
chin. Her hair is parted and ripples 
back from a low forehead. Her gen- 
eral effect is decidedly pretty, reveal- 
ing more attention to her personal ap- 
pearance than is manifested by some of 
the other women in public life in Eng- 
land today. She is an excellent speak- 
er, having nothing oratorical about 
her. She immediately establishes a 
feeling of friendly intimacy with her 
audience, one of the hardest things to 
secure, and her easy. simple manner 
assures an attentive audience without 
difficulty. Oratory today is no longer 


a matter of rounded periods and high 
flown sentiments. It is a stripping of 
speech to the simplest, most direct 
form, one which eliminates generalities 
almost: entirely and deals with what 
our public speaking teacher, the able 
Professor Nelson of the University of 
Chicago, used to emphasize most, spe- 
cific instances.

Of a different stripe is still another 
notable personality who stands out 
through the enveloping mists that 
shrouded our departure from the Brit- 
ish Isles, Lieutenant General Sir Rob- 
ert Baden-Powell, G. C. V. O., K. C. B., 
F.. R. G. 8., LL. D. [to give him all his 


titles], the savior of Mafeking and the 
founder of the Boy Scout movement 
throughout the world He lives in a 
pleasant, quite unostentatious country 
house, of an architectural period by no 
means striking, and situated near the 
small village of Bentley, in Hampshire. 
The house itself is called “ Pax,”’ 
whether so baptized by Sir Robert and 
Lady Baden-Powell or not I forgot to 
inquire. We went to luncheon there 
by train from London on one of those 
semi-sunny, semi-rainy days with 
which our stay was sO generously en- 
dowed. It is set in a peaceful land- 


- 


scape of low, green hills, patched with 
the always perfectly clipped, utterly 
tailor made hedges which adorn the 
land within a four hours’ run from Lon- 
don in any direction. When they do 
the clipping I don’t*know, for we never 
saw anyone so occupied. It must be 
at night by candle light, for there 
wasn't a twig out of place on any 
hedge that came within our range of 
vision. 

Sir Robert is one of the most all 
round gifted men that I have ever met. 
He is, to begin with, ambidextrous. 
More than that, he can use two sides 


a —— 
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of his brain at the same time—that Is, 
he can paint or draw with ane hand 
and write with the other simultaneous- 
ly. He is a writer of no mean ability. 
He paints and draws very well. He is 
also a sculptor of much taient. He is, 
as history knows, a good soldier. He 
is a big game hunter and, as the Boy 
Scout movement testifies, an organizer 
of great ability. At the moment he is 
more interested in sculpture than with 
any of his other gifts. 
* 


Wears His Knees Bare. 


In the house where he and his wife 
are bringing up their three children 
and two adopted ones he has in an 
outer building a studio, and is adding 
to the house itself a large room where- 
in his collection of big game trophies 
is to be installed, while upstairs he 
is to have an up to date atelier dedi- 
cated to his various avocatione. In 
appearance he is the weather beaten 
soldier, sandy haired, lean, erect in 
carriage. He wears in the country the 
trewes which we associate with Scotch- 
men. In that somewhat chilly climate 
his bare knees looked seasoned and his 
whole aspect was that of a vigorous 
and much alive man, although the 
calendar sets him down as not so far 
from the three score and ten which 
the prophet set as the term of a man’s 
days, beyond which was lamentation 
and trouble. 

Founded b7 one man, the Boy Scouts 
have far outgrown any of their ori«- 
inators’ wildest dreams in scope and 
extent.

tion. In the British isles alone they 
numbered 270,110 last September. In- 
cluding those organized in other Brit- 
ish possessions, there are 384,870 Boy 
Scouts under the unionjack. The total 
number, including all the countries 
where they exist, would be. hard to 
compute. Could every lad in every 
land be enrolled as a Boy Scout, it 
would do more to lead the present dis 
traught world into paths of sane and 
orderly progress than any other single 
movement towards such an end could 
accomplish inf a generation. The prin- 
ciple of the training is to teach the 
youths so enrolled the possibilities of 
service as against that of self-interest, 
and also the necessity for the develop- 
ment of individual efficiency and self- 
reliance. It aims to ineuleate what 
Sir Robert terms “ Practical Chris- 
tianity’’. Instilled in youth, it cannot 
fail to have a lasting effect on char- 
acter. It is hopeless to try to change, 
reform, or improve those already 
grown up, but in plastic youth is the 
hope of the future.

His Irish ancestor belonged 
to one of those roving bands of soldiers 
who hired themselves out two centuries 
or so ago to whomever would give them 
employment and pay, irrespective of 
what the fighting was about. He found 
himself in Russia and stayed there, his 
descendants becoming entirely of the 
country of their adoption.

equip the exposition. 

Canada is one of the most impor- 
tant lumber producing and exporting 
countries in the world today.

by the purveyors of this product from 
other lands.

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Institute School 
Exhibit’ Mirrors 
Ripening of Art 


By Eleanor Jewett. 

HE annual exhibition of work by 

students in the Art School of the 

Art institute opened last Tues. 

day afternoon. This. always one 
ef the eagerly welcomed exhibits 
brings the beginning of an artist 
closer than any tale of starving stu. 
dents or Bohemian night life. We can 
see in it that to be an artist is not a 
career into which one jumps: rather 
js it an achievement which one gains 
only by long and laborious years of 
steady effort. 

The present exhibition runs through 
the significant phases of the succeed- 
ing school years as the work is pre- 
sented in the institute art school. Be. 
ginning with the first year and the 
courses in drawing and black and 
white you pass throukh the Stages of 


» ilustrating, posters, handicrafts and. 


finally, if such as a student is your 
desire, into working from life and pre- 
senting om canvas the more or less 
rotund forms which serve as female 
models to the Art institute life classes. 

A few portraits make a pleasant 
showing; though, speaking of portraits 
and students, the best first portrait I 
have ever seen was one in the annual 
Palette and Chisel club members’ ex- 
hibit this spring, done by a young man 
who had learned the trick in classes 
given at the club. These Art institute 
students’ portraits, however, are not 
entirely to be condemned, even with 
faint praise—there is promise of sin- 
cere effort in many of them. Undoubt- 
edly they are class work and more or 
less insipid, but a genius in portrait 
painting is not a discovery of every 
year. 

Aside from the paintings in oil, the 
handicrafts make a splendid division 
in the exhibition. There are some fas- 
cinating dolls, some beautiful pieces 
of pottery and unusually charmingly 
colored fabrics, and several examples 
of weaving, hook rugs, and other simi- 
lar things, each with its special note 
of importance in the development of 
the youthful craftsman. ee 

The posters, the advertising pictures 
and the illustrative cartoons are exe- 
cuted with vigor and dash. An appeal 
in favor of apples makes the method 
of dispensing with medical attention 
an indispensable daily treat. One or 
‘two of the illustrations are blood curd- 
ling. In particular I would refer you 
to the two struggling men, mangled, 
bloody, clothes torn, the one hurling the 
other from a high balcony. 

Each year a subject is proposed for 
the advanced students and their idea 
of it they paint or model with three 
prizes in view. This year twenty-three 
students entered the competition. The 
winning students have been in attend- 
ance at the Art institute from three to 
five years. The subject of the com- 
petition was “The Pioneer.”

_$800 was awarded to Agnes Nixon of 
Brownlee, Ore.; the John Quincy Adams 
scholarship of $750 to Edwin Dahlberg 
of Beloit, Wis.; the American Travel- 
ing scholarship of $125 to Theodore 
Johnson of Oregon, Ill.

Though the sum of money for the 
purchase of the Stuart portrait of 
Washington is an accomplished fact, 
the Art institute obligated itself to a 
guarantee of $5,000 which has to be 
made up. Toward this end an auction 
sale of a group of paintings and etch- 
ings is being carried on in the picture 
sales department of the institute. The 
amount anyone may wish to give for 
either painting or etching is marked 
clearly on the picture, and if someone 
wants to give more for it his amount 
is put up- and the lower bid discarded. 
So far no high prices have even been 
suggested for any of the work. I 
think “In the Dunes of Indiana” by 
Frank V. Dudley has received approxi- 
mately the highest bid, and that 
Amounts only to $100. 

The dune painting is small, but typi- 
cal of much of Mr. Dudley’s work, 
though to my mind not as charming 
as many of his paintings.
